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Bt  a  major  part  of  the  Congregations  and  Parishes  wUch 
accept  the  faith,  and  adhere  to  the  organization,  of  the 
Uniyersalist  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  this 
▼olmne  will  be  used,  for  the  present  at  least,  exclusively  as 
a  Hymn  Book :  by  some  (and  this  number  is  rapidly  in- 
creasing) it  will  be  adopted  as  a  Book  of  Yespers,  also^ 
and  by  others  it  is  probable  there  will  be  found  amongst 
its  remaining  contents  something  to  supply  an  occasional, 
if  not  a  permanent,  need. 

The  character  and  variety  of  the  Selections — embracing, 
u  they  do,  not  only  a  large  number  of  those  standard 
bymns,  which,  from  their  rcli^ous  fervor,  beauty,  or  famil- 
iirity,  have  become  indispensable  aids  to  worship  in  all 
Christian  Protestant  congregations,  but  also  many  of  the 
finest  hymns  and  lyrics  of  moderft  times,  not  a  few  of  which 
kve  been  written  since  the  publication  of  any  other  Hymn 
Book—  are  such,  it  is  believed,  as  will  commend  the  vol- 
ome  to  those  congregations  which  feel  the  want  of  a  Hymn 
Book,  only.  Its  value  to  such,  is  in  no  manner  lessened  by 
die  fact  that  it  contains  other  matter  than  hymns,  while  to 
ill  that  find  in  these  forms,  or  any  of  them,  something  to 
^Ipthem  in  their  Christian  work,  its  usefulness  will  be 
thereby  increased.  To  these,  it  will  be  at  once  more  con- 
sent and  economical  than  two  volumes  contsdning  tSioL^ 
ttne  matter  could  be, 
B/manx  of  the  best  minds  and  most  earnest  souls  m  oxa 
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Church,  it  has  long  been  thought  that  a  work  of  this  kind 
would  promote  its  more  perfect  organization,  its  bettei 
unity,  and  its  higher  life.  And  the  hope  is  entertained  thai 
there  are  no  families  within  its  fold,  where  it  shall  be 
introduced,  in  which  ii  wiU  not  be  a  minister  of  aspiration, 
strength,  and  comfort. 


The  book  will  be  found  to  differ  from  other  Hymn  Booki 
in  the  fact  that  it  is  also  a  Book  of  Prayer.  It  is  unlik< 
other  Liturgies,  in  that  it  is  largely  and  mainly  a  Hymi 
Book. 

It  will  also  be  found  to  differ  from  the  Liturgies  anc 
Prayer  Books  heretofore  prepared  for  the  use  of  oui 
Church,  in  the  closeness  with  which  it  follows  the  Book  o 
Common  Prayer  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  departing  fron 
the  same  only  when  necessary  for  purposes  of  brevity,  anc 
to  avoid  objectionable  or  questionable  matters  of  doctrine 

The  language  of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  is  the 
language  of  our  English  translation  of  the  Bible,  and  foi 
the  uses  of  a  Liturgy  it  has  never  been  equalled,  and  can 
hardly  be  surpassed.  All  attempts  hitherto  to  improve 
upon  it  have  failed,  and  it  is  not  deemed  expedient  to  add 
to  their  number  at  this  time.

A,  No.  Forgiveness  immediately  removes  only  one  of  the  conse- 
quences or  penalties  of  sin,  viz :  the  sense  of  the  Divine  displeasure, 
or  the  feeling  of  **  alienation''  from  God,  and  everything  which  sepa- 
rates me  frvm  his  love. 

Q,    What  is  the  second  natural  consequence  of  sin  ? 

A,  A  bad,  or  depraved  character,  which  results  from  the  practloe  of 
eviL 

Q.    Will  forgiveness  ever  remove  this  consequence  of  sin  t 

A,  Yes.  Not  immediately,  but  mediately  and  indirectly,  by  Impart- 
ing new  energy  to  the  moral  nature,  and  by  creating  a  power  of  grate- 
fhl  affection  in  my  soul,  which  will  enable  me  to  form  new  habits  of 
virtue. 

Q.  Will  the  opportunity  of  a  right  choice  be  denied  the  soul  after  it 
enters  the  worldof  spirits  ? 

A.    No.    The  relations  of  the  human  sphit  to  God,  the  Divine  Spirit, 
arc  not  changed  by  death.    Wherever  and  whenever  the  soul  heartily 
repents,  and  turns  to  God,  lie  will  mercifully  hear  and  bless. 
Q.    MHiich  arc  the  ten  commandments  f 
A,    The  following: 

1.  Thou  Shalt  have  none  other  gods  but  me« 

2.  Thou  Shalt  not  make  to  thyself  any  graven  images,  nor  worship 
them.

A,   My  duty  towards  God  is,  to  beliere  In  him,  and  to  lore  him  ivlft    Itm 
all  my  heart,  with  all  my  mind,  with  all  my  sonl,  and  with  all  mj     % 
strength;  to  worship  him;  to  give  him  thanks;  to  put  my  whole  tout 
in  him;  to  call  npon  him;  to  honor  his  holy  Name  and  ids  word;  and 
to  serve  him  truly  all  the  days  of  my  life. 

Q,    What  is  your  duty  towafds  your  neighhor  ? 

A,  My  duty  towards  my  neighbor  is  to  love  him  as  myself,  and  to 
do  to  all  men  as  I  would  they  should  do  unto  me. 

Q,   How  will  yon  be  able  to  keep  these  laws  ? 

A,  By  diligent  attention  and  watchfulness  not  to  do  anything  wUdi 
is  forbidden;  and  by  prayer  to  God  to  help  my  weakness.

A,    Two :  Baptism  and  the  Lord's  Supper. 

Q,    What  means  the  word  Sacrament  ? 

A,    An  outward  and  visible  sigu  of  an  inward  and  spiritoal  grace. 

Q,    What  is  the  outward  sign  in  baptism  ? 

A.  Water,  which  is  eitiier  used  by  dipping  the  person  in  It,  or'poor> 
ing  or  sprinkling  it  upon  him ;  and  the  l^Iinister  at  the  same  time 
saying,  /  baptize  thee  in  the  name  of  the  Father ^  and  of  the  Son,  and  0/ 
the  Holy  Ghost, 

Q,    What  inward  grace  does  this  outward  sign  represent  ? 

A,    A  death  unto  sin,  and  a  new  spiritual  birth  unto  righteousness. 

Q,    What  is  required  of  persons  to  be  baptized? 

A .    Repentance  of  all  their  sins,  and  faith  in  Christ  as  their  Saviour. 

Q.    Why  then  are  infants  baptized  P 

A.  That  their  parents  may  bind  themselves  to  tndn  them  up  to  a 
Christian  life,  and  as  cliildren  of  God. 

Q,    For  wliat  was  tlie  ordinance  of  the  Lord's  Supper  ordained? 

A,  To  be  a  continual  remembrance  of  him;  of  all  he  did  and  said; 
of  his  sufferings,  his  death,  his  resurrection ;  and  of  all  the  benefits 
which  the  world  enjoys  in  the  completion  of  his  mission  on  earth. 

Q,    What  are  the  outward  signs  of  this  ordinance  f

Have  always  therefore  printed  in  your  remembrance  how  great  a 
treasure  is  conunitted  to  your  charge.  For  they  are  the  sheep  of 
Christ,  for  whom  he  shed  his  blood.  And  if  it  shall  happen  that  the 
church,  or  any  member  thereof,  do  take  any  hurt  or  hindrance  by 
reason  of  your  negligence,  ye  know  the  greatness  of  the  fault,  and  also 
the  punishment  that  will  ensue.  Wherefore  consider  with  yourselves 
the  end  of  the  ministry ;  andvsee  that  ye  never  cease  your  labor,  your 
care  and  diligence,  until  ye  have  done  all  that  lieth  in  you,  according 
to  your  bounden  duty,  to  bring  all  such  as  are  or  shall  be  committed  to 
your  charge  unto  that  agreement  in  the  faith  and  knowledge  of  God, 
and  to  that  ripeness  and  perfectness  of  age  in  Christ,  that  there  be  no 
place  left  among  you,  either  for  error  in  religion,  or  for  viciousness  in 
life. 

Forasmuch  then  as  your  office  is  both  of  so  great  excellency,  and  of 
so  great  difficulty,  ye  see  with  how  great  care  and  study  ye  ought  to 
apply  yourselves,  as  well  to  show  yourselves  dutiful  and  thankful  unto 
that  Lord,  who  hath  placed  you  in  so  high  a  dignity ;  as  also  to  beware 
that  neither  you  yourselves  offend,  nor  be  occasion  that  others  ofSsnd. 
Howbeit,  ye  cannot  have  a  mind  and  wUl  thereto  of  yourselves;  for 
that  will  and  ability  is  given  of  God  alone :  therefore  ye  ought,  and 
have  need,  to  pray  earnestly  for  his  Holy  Spirit.  And  seeing  that  ye 
cannot  by  any  other  means  compass  the  doing  of  so  weighty  a  work, 
pertaining  to  the  salvation  of  man,  but  with  doctrine  and  exhortation 
taken  out  of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  and  with  a  life  agreeable  to  the 
same ;  consider  how  studious  ye  ought  to  be  in  reading  and  learning 
the  Scriptures,  and  in  framing  the  manners  both  of  yourselves,  and  of 
them  that  specially  pertain  unto  you,  according  to  the  rule  of  the  same 
Scriptures ;  and  for  this  selfsame  cause,  how  ye  ought  to  forsake  and  i 
set  aside,  as  much  as  ye  may,  all  worldly  cares  and  studies. 

We  have  good  hope  that  ye  have  well  weighed  these  things  with 
yourselves,  long  before  this  time ;  and  tliat  ye  have  clearly  determined, 
by  God*8  grace,  to  give  yourselves  wholly  to  this  office,  whereunto  it 
hath  pleased  God  to  call  you :  so  that,  as  much  as  lieth  in  you,  ye  will 
apply  yourselves  wholly  to  this  one  thing,  and  draw  all  yourcares  and 
studies  this  way;  and  that  ye  will  continually  pray  to  God  the  Father,
